Iraq’s A-bomb earmarked for Israel

in Israel should have any illusions 
About Iraq developing an atomic 
bomb for use against any country 
but Israel. 

. "They -say so in the most direct 
way,” he declared. "When Iranian 
war* planes dropped bombs on the 
atomic plant In Iraq for the first 
time, word went from Baghdad to 
Teheran to leave It alone. It la ear- 
marked for use against Israel. And 
the Iraqis mean just that.” 

The Chief of Staff told the Haifa 
■University's board of governors at 
their annual meeting that "as long 


as there Is no radlcal.cbange in the 
outlook and motivation of the 
Arabs, with regard to Israsl, we 
shall have o live with the perpetual 
danger of a war against us.” He 
said that “the weaker they believe 
us to be, the closer that danger. The 
stronger and more resolute we are, 
the lesser the danger.” 

Eitan maintained that because 
Iraq la fighting Iran does not mean 
that it will not turn Against us. We 
must not draw Illusory conclusions 
from the Persian Gulf war or from 
tension between Syria and Jordan. 
It could be a fatal mistake to mis- 
interpret hostilities among the 
Arabs In the Middle East.”

Shamir: Genscher 
to visit Israel 

BONN (AP). — Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir sold here yester- 
day that West German Foreign 
Minister Hans-Dletrlch Genscher 
has accepted on Invitation to visit 
Israel but that no date has been set. 

Speaking at a news conference at 
the end of a two-day visit here, 
Shamir said that hla talks with West 
German officials had produced 
"better understanding” between 
the two governments on Middle 
Bast questions but that many 
differences remain. 

Shamir sold that be hoped to see 
results of the better understanding 
in the future — "it doesn't mean 
today.” 

He noted, however, that West 
Germany along with Its Common 
Market partners is a signatory to 
the Venice declaration calling for a 
European peace Initiative with the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
associated In the discussions- At a 
dinner given In Shamir’s honour on 
Monday night by Genscher, Shamir 
described the PLO as a "murder 
organization bent on liquidating the 
state of Israel." 

Shamir said he asked the West 
German government to encourage 
the Camp David process and called 
the area of Egypt and Israel an 
“Island of stability in the Middle 
East.” 

Israel “would like to see more 
cooperation In the Middle East 
between the United States and 
Europe" and hoped this would 
come about once the new Reagan 
administration took over In the 
V.8.. said Shamir.

Zipori envisions Israel 
alliance with U.S., Egypt

A three-way strategic axis may 
emerge in the near future among 
the U.S., Egypt and Israel, accor- 
ding to on assessment of Israel's 
situation drafted by Defence 
Ministry experts, which Deputy 
Defence Minister Mordechoi Zlpoti 
quoted In the Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee yesterday. 

This axis could later be expanded 
to include Jordan and Saudi Arabia, 
the experts suggested. 

Zipori said a war against Israel 
by the Arab states on the eastern 
front was of low probability 

Since Iraq was apparently unable 
to force a decision in its war with 
Iran, the war would drag on until 


Iran counter-attacked. 

The Soviet Union, like the U.S. 
had not Intervened in the fighting 
although the Soviet Union had en 
sured It was remaining in the pie 
ture by sending arms to Iraq direct 

A number of committee members 
said the war could just os well lead 
to the replacement of Iranian 
leader Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini by a Moscow.) eanlng 
regime whleh would give the Soviet 
Union a military foothold In Iran. 

Also at yesterday's meeting, 
Zipori said the IDF had studied the 
possibility of redneing the length of 
military service from Its present 
three years for males and two yean 
for females, but has decided the 
time was not yet appropriate for the 
change. 


Autonomy teams agree on 
what must be done next

CAIRO. The latest round of 
autonomy negotiations ended 
yesterday with "all three parties in 
complete agreement on what they 
hod to do next," according to 
Israel's chief delegate. 

The director-general of the 
Interior Ministry, Haim Kubersky, 
said that there was "a very good at- 
mosphere" but would give no 
details. “The important thing is. we 
talked," he said. 

On Monday night. Egyptian of- 
ficials had reported that great 
progress had been made on ell 
fronts, but the officials would not he 
specific. 


The talks seem to be aiming at 
preparing for a summit meeting 
between Prime Miniates Menahem 
Begin, Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat and U.S. President-elect 
Ronald Reagan, sometime after 
Reagan's Inauguration on January 
20. The preparations might take as 
long as six to eight mouths, accor- 
dlng to Israeli officials, owing to the 
transition period between 
American president*. 

UJ3. envoy James Leonard said 
that "the quarrel over whether the 
talks are a preparation for a sum- 
mit or a resumption of autonomy 
negotiations Is nonsense. It is all the 
same thing." The general technical 
committee is expected to meet 
again within a few weeks. 


Israel-U.S. military talks to resume

The Zsrael-Amerlcan strategic 
dialogue, suspended unilaterally by 
the U.S. several months ago, will be 
renewed in Washington early next 
month. 

Deputy Defence Minister

authority. At the time, however, of- 
ficials here felt that the suspension 
was due to the developing 
American dialogue with the Arab 
world, notably with Egypt 
It has been learned that the sub- 
jects to be discussed have been 
downgraded and will not be as 
wide-ranging as the previous talks 
held under the aegis of former 
Defence Minister Beer Welzxnan 
and his American counterpart 
Harold Brown. 


Egypt to increase oil to $36 a barrel

Energy Minister Yitzhak Moda'l 
told reporters that the two mfilioa 
tons was the same amount Israel 
had bought from Egypt lost year, 
adding that the price would in-

“The delegation is going an a 
purely commercial basis, like any 
other customer who buys ofi from 
Egypt," the minister said.

Ten young West Bank 
residents were wounded yester- 
day in clashes with security 
forces and two Gasans were 
gunned down by terrorists in 
one of the worst outbreaks of 
violence in the administered 
territories in several months. 

The West Bankers were all hit by 
army fire during melees in 
Ramatiah and Bethlehem, where 
students Cook to the streets to 
protest the cipsure of Blr Zeit 
University and the subsequent 
wounding of a girl demonstrator in 
the nearby village of El-B!ra on 
Monday. 

Blr Zeit University was ordered 
closed down by the military 
authorities over the weekend for 
staging a "Palestine Week" on 
campus In defiance of an official 
ban. 

The closure of the university, for 
one week, sparked off violence 
more intense than any the West 
Bank has seen since last May. when 
the area was rocked by the murder 
of six Israelis in Hebron and a 
month later by car-bombings that 
maimed the mayors of Ramaliah 
and Nablus. 

Yesterday's wave of violence in 
the West Bank coincided with the 
assassination of two Gaza Strip 
residents known for their support 
for Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat’s peace drive with Israel. 
These were the fifth and sixth vic- 
tims to be gunned down in the strip 
in the past year for their sym- 
pathies with the Egyptian peace 


process. 

The defence establishment, head- 
ed by Deputy Prime Minister 
Ylgael YacUn, met In an emergency 
session Iasi night in Tel Aviv to dis- 
cuss the sudden collapse of the five* 
month-old calm in the territories. 

Aluf Danny Matt, coordinator of 
security In the territories, and com- 
manders of units In Gaza and the 
West Back also attended the 
meeting. 

The session ended with a decision 
to step up information activities 
among students to prevent further 
demonstrations. 

Observers believe that the West 
Bank student demonstrations were 
planned to coincide with the pan- 
Arab summit scheduled to be held 
in Amman next Tuesday. Foreign 
ministers from seven Arab states 
convened in the Jordanian capital 
last night to draw up the summit's 
agenda. The meeting is expected to 
focus on the Arab confrontation 
with Israel, as well as on pan-Arab 
support for the inhabitants of the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 

At 9.30 yesterday morning. 
Mohammed Abu-Warda. con- 
sidered the leading supporter of the 
Egyptian peace initiative in the 
Gaza Strip, was shot to death near 
the Jabalya refugee camp council 
building. Abu-Warda was the depu- 
ty chairman of the local council of 
the large camp north of Gaza. 

Authorities have long feared for 
the life of the prominent politician, 
and he has travelled with 
bodyguards in the past. 

However, yesterday his assailant

Abuhatzeira accused of 
leaking details of inquiry

Senior officials in the Justice 
Ministry and the police yesterday 
accused Minister of Religious Af- 
fairs Aharon Abuhatzeira of leak- 
ing to the press details of the police 
investigation against him on suspi- 
cion of corruption and fraud. 

The officials were reacting to a 
Kol Israel report in which passages 
were quoted from a conversation 
between head of the fraud squad 
Tat-NItzav Blnyamln Siegel and ac- 
ting Bnel Brak mayor Yisrael 
Gottlieb, who has agreed to serve 
as a state's witness against 
Abuhatzeira. 

The officials said that the quoted 
passages were leaked in order to 
mislead the public and to bring 
about pressures against 
Abuhatzeira being brought to trial. 

The Jerusalem Post has learned 
that Abuhatzeira today will meet 
with fals attorneys, Shlomo Toussla- 
Cohen and Ram Caapi, to discuss 
the Investigation material. The at- 
torneys are scheduled to meet 
again with Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir on Thursday. 

Sources In the Justice Ministry 
believe that at the beginning of next 


week Zamir and hla aides will con- 
clude the preparation of the charge 
sheet against the minister. 

Included In the Investigation 
material passed on to 
Abuhatzeira's attorneys, are 
transcripts of recordings made in 
Siegel's office on August 20. In 
them, Gottlieb only very vaguely 
explained to Siegel that he had 
transferred large sums of money to 
Abuhatzelra's assistant, Moshe 
Gabbai. to be passed on to 
Abuhatzeira. 

Gottlieb, according to the 
transcripts, was only aeml- 
inteliigible when he said that the 
money was destined for the Likud 
and Temura faction of the National 
Religious Party, that the minister 
was aware of these transfers and 
that part of the money reached 
Abuhatzeira himself. 

During this conversation Gottlieb 
asked whether the immunity given 
him as a state’s witness would 
assure the confidentiality of his 
testimony. Siegel said the Immuni- 
ty would stand and he could have 
this assurance In writing. 

Abuhatzelra's aides denied that 
the minister or his assistants had 
leaked any police material to the 
media. 


Druggists’ group to appeal 
emergency duty roster orders

The Private Pharmacists 
Association yesterday said It will 
appeal orders issued by various 
local authorities aimed at forcing 
them to maintain night and 
weekend emergency duty rosters. 

Edmond Bass, the chairman of 
the organization that represents 370 
drug stores, asserted yesterday 
that the orders are Illegal. 

Jerusalem, Haifa. Tel Aviv, 
R&mat Gan, and other local 
authorities have already set duty 
schedules effective from tomorrow 
in response to a Health Ministry 
request, ministry legal advisor 
David Frankel sold yesterday. 


The offl< 


ministry 


had asked the authorities to take 
this measure because of Monday's 
threat by the pharmacists associa- 
tion to cease providing night and 
holiday emergency service as of 
tomorrow. He said that the Phar- 
macists Ordinance imposes the 
responsibility for setting duty 
schedules on the local authorities. 

The druggists threatened the ac- 
tion to protest the ministry's deci- 
sion to allow the market to deter- 


mine drug prices, which previously 
were set In Jerusalem. 

This would not result In an overall 
cheapening of drugs, but would ruin 
many small drug stores, the 
association asserted. It also said 
that the emergency service had 
been provided on a voluntary basis. 

But Frankel stated that a phar- 
macist must supply the public with 
drugs when necessary even If his 
store is closed. The pharmacist's 
name and address are posted on the 
store's door. 

In Haifa, agreement was reached 
yesterday for the operation of 
private pharmacies during 
November according to the regular 
duty schedule. The temporary 
arrangement was concluded at a 
city hall meeting of representatives 

from the Health Ministry's district 
office, from the sick funds, and 
from the Haifa pharmacists 
organization. 

The representatives agreed that 
the city would set the December 
duty schedule In consultation with 
them. An appeals committee was 
set up, as provided by the Phar- 
macists Ordinance, to consider 
reservations about the schedules. 


Syrian FM turns up 
for Amman summit

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Begin: U.S. forces 
in area would offset 
Soviet expansionism

NEW YORK. — Prime Minister 
Men ahem Begin said yesterday 
that he believes some Arab states 
may be receptive to having U.S. 
military forces stationed in their 
territory. 

Begin said the attitude was 
brought on by recognition of the 
danger posed by what he called 
"permanent Soviet expansionism 
in Africa, In the Middle East, in Its 
periphery." But he declined in -a 
television interview to go into 
details on where U.S. soldiers 
might be stationed. 

He spoke on ABC-TV’s Good Mor- 
ning, America. 

Begin had suggested on Sunday, 
without elaboration, that the U.S. 
consider stationing forces in the 
Middle East. 

In amplifying on that yesterday, 
he said the danger posed in the Mid- 
dle East by the Soviet Union was 
“now obvious, and therefore I sup- 
posed,- as many do, that you cannot 
rely on bringing forces from afar." 

“Even by plane, it takes time, 
and therefore, being on the spot 
may prevent those negative 
developments which the free world 
would like to see not occurring," he 
said. 

Asked whether he knew military 
forces would be welcome in Arab 
countries previously' opposed to 
having U.S. bases, Begin said: 

“As far as I know, It Is practically 
possible. I cannot go into details, 
but I think that there Is reason to 
believe It became possible because 
others saw the danger.” 

Begin yesterday spoke to some 
100 leaders of the American news 
media at a luncheon organized in 
hla honour by Leonard Goldenson, 
president of the American Broad- 
casting Corporation. 

The luncheon, held on the 
penthouse floor at the ABC building 
in New York, brought together the 
presidents, producers and directors 
of the major television networks; 
editors of news weeklies and dally 
newspapers, and news per- 
sonalities such as Walter Cronklte}. 
Barbara Walters and Mike 
Wallace. They listened as the prime 
minister analysed the 
developments in the Middle East, 
and they heard his wish to be 
remembered in history as a “de- 
cent man.” 

. Begin reiterated three major 
themes, which appear to constitute 
the political message Israel is sen- 


ding to the Incoming Republican 
Administration in Washington. . 

These were: • 

• Developments In the area, In- 

cluding the Iran-Iraq war,, prove 
that the Arab-Israell conflict is not 
the major threat to peace in -the 
Middle East and to the region's oil 
supply. 1 

• There Is a need in face of a grow- 
ing Soviet expansionism for a 
strong American military presence 
in the area and for a clear support 
for Israel, the West’s most faithful 
and stable ally In the area. 

• The U.S. should continue to sup- 
port the Middle East peace process 
on the basis of the Camp David 
agreement and not scrap the ac- 
cords. 

The prime minister praised 
President-elect Ronald Reagan for 
“his very positive statements" on 
the PLO and other Middle East 
Issues. Begin hoped the statements 
represented the new ad- 
ministration's policies. Begin also 
praised President Jimmy Carter 
for his contribution to the peace 
process in the area. 

Begin said that a Palestinian 
state would become a Soviet base 
and declared that Israel “shall not 
descend from the Golasd Heights.” 
However, he refused to commit 
himself to any parliamentary bill 
that colls for Israel's annexation of 
the area. 

Begin characterized Iraq as the 
“aggressor ' 1 in the Persian Gulf 
war and emphasized the threat 
Israel is facing on its eastern 
border from a potential Iraqi- 
Jordanian military alliance. 

In the television interview, the 
prime minister said he would 
welcome soy effort by Reagan to 
convene- a Middle East summit to 
which he and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat would be invited. 

Begin also mentioned the threat 
posed to Israel and to international 
security by the Iraqi nuclear 
development and said that the U.S. 
has been making efforts to stop 
“this movement" from “certain 
European countries to Iraq.” 

In a ceremony at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel, Begin was presented 
the Jabotinsky award for 
courageous Jewish leadership by 
the Anti-Defamation League of 
B'nai B’rith. Yesterday afternoon 
he addressed a United Jewish 
Appeal fund-raising function in 
New York before bis departure to 
Israel one day Ahead of schedule in 
order to participate in the no- 
confidence vote in the Knesset.

Treasury weighing change 
in incentives to exports

The Treasury is considering 
changing the present export incen- 
tive system. The proposed system 
will no longer be based on' easy 
credit terms as exist today, nor, ac- 
cording to Prof. Ezra Sad&n, the 
director of the Treasury Planning 
Authority, will it rest on direct in- 
centives to specific exporters, as 
was the case in the past. 

Speaking to the Knesset 
Economic Committee's in- 
dustrialists' lobby In the Knesset 
yesterday, Sadan, referring to the 
controversy between the Bank of 
Israel and the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry over aid to 
exports, said that It Is clear — and 
“quite natural” — that the ex- 
porters have increased their de- 
mand for cheap credit 

The Treasury, he said, is con- 
sidering, as a first stage, . cutting 
the volume of credits while easing 
their terms still further. He said 
that a return to direct incentives 
was ruled out because of 
stipulations In international 
agreements against direct incen- 
tive. It emerged, however, that no 
clear plan has yet been adopted by 
the Treasury and that discussion on 
the matter is continuing. 

Dr. Elleser Sheffer, deputy 
governor of the Bank of Israel, re- 
jected exporters' charges that. the - 
government was harming exports. 
The contrary is true, he said — ex- . 
ports have received massive ' 
government aid- and as a ^result tire-

Milk products cut-back 
postponed until Sunday

TEL AVIVl — The country's 
farmers have decided to refrain 
from cutting back on mffle produc- 
tion until Sunday because of a 
government promise that the price, 
of milk and dairy products would go 
up by the end of this week, accor- 
ding to a top Hiatadrut official. 

Yehuda Sa'adi, head of the 
economic department of the 
Hlstadrut’s Agricultural Centre, 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that Finance Minister Yigael Hur- 
vitz “is now fighting for Ms political 
life on the back of the farmers.” 

After calling Hurvitz a 
“demagogue rather than a finance 
minister,” Sa'adi said that milk 
and dairy product prices must go 
up by 20 per cent because of in- 


creased production costs or the 
government should give the 
farmers and dairies an equivalent 
compensatory subsidy. 

Sa'adi claimed that the farmers 
and dairies are losing ISlm. every 
day (or about IS23m. a month) and 
have already lost some lSX 8 m. 

Hiatadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshel claimed that Hur- 
vitz la trying to puniah the farmers 
for the Hiatadrut-inltlated 
demonstration on Sunday against 
the government's economic 
policies. 

Moahe Bancover, secretary 
general of the Hiatadrut holding 
company, Hevrat Ovdlxn, said that 
Hevrat Ovdlm together with Tnova 
are planning to take this matter 
before the High Court . 01 Justice.

Marciano gets funding, 
Avnery denounces ‘deal’

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currency accounts and dozens of 
millions of dollars more in accounts 
abroad in -addition to quantities of 
Index-linked .shares. All this was 
due to the cheap credit accorded 
them by the Bank of Israel, he said. 
Sheffer said that exports, are being 
over-subsidized and that this has to 
be stopped. 

Sheffer said that 59 per cent of all 
credits in the economy, apart from 
fuel subsidies, went on funding ex- 
ports, which was harming the Bank 
of Israel’s monetary policy. He said 
Israeli exports have doubled every 
three years In dollar terms and the 
rise In exports has continued this 
year, despite the decline in world 
trade. 

Manufacturers’ Association Vice- 
President Dov Lautman said that 
the exporter s hope that inflation 
will not be fought by cutting Into ex- 
ports and changing the present in- 
centive system. 

He said that Industrial production 
this year dropped by 5 per cent, new 
investments have dropped by 40 per 
cent, productivity has dropped by 4 
per cent, and the number of 
workers in industry has dropped by 
7 per cent while exports have gone 
up in real terms by 11 per cent. But 
he said that, if a real accounting 
were done, many plants would show 
a real loss this year, and only a few 
would show profits. 

Lautman argued that the 
Treasury's plana to cancel inven- 
tory stock relief given to exporters 
(saving them taxes) and the Bank 
of Israel's plans to curtail Credit, 
are dangerous to exports.

Mohammed Hirbawl's shops

Iran claimed 850 Iraqis had been 
killed in the past three days. Iraq 
said 609 Iranians were killed in the 
same period. 

The second big battle was under 
way 130 tims. south of Susangerd at 
Abadan on the disputed north-south 
Shatt al-Arab waterway, where 
billions of dollars in oil tanks,, 
refineries and pipelines have been 
burning since the war began 
September 33. 

The Iraqi command said 150 
Iranians were killed in an ill-fated 
attempt to break out of a month- 
long siege of Abadan by attacking 
across the Bahmanshir River that 
runs east of the island city. 

The Iranians said they had found 
80 dead Iraqis on the battlefield 
east of Abadan' and had seen Iraqi 
ambulances and buses picking up 
wounded. 


Swedish opposition leader Olof 
Palme meanwhile flew Into 
Teheran yesterday as envoy of the 
UN to begin the latest international 
search for an end to the war. 

“I have come, to* listen and to 
learn.*’ he told reporters at 
Teheran’s Mehrabad Airport. He 
said he expected to travel to 
Baghdad after a couple of days. 


The mission by the Swedish

economy, is closed to foreign 
reporters. Officials have said state 
secrets will be discussed. 

But about 800 Chinese represen- 
tatives of various areas and 
organizations are to attend. The 
People’s Daily said hundreds of 
representatives already have 
gathered in Peking to attend the 
trial. 


LONDON The Organization of 

Petroleum Exporting Countries can 
be expected to Increase the price of 
Its oil by at least 10 per cent by the 
end of the year, Western oil Industry 
executives said yesterday. 

They said the price of oil sold by 
OPEC was also likely to rise further 
during 1981, with the rate of in- 
crease probably determined by how 
long the Persian Gulf war in- 
terrupts , exports from Iraq and 
Iran. 

London oil analysts said price In- 
creases before January could be 
much more than 10 per cent unless 
oil companies could be persuaded 
to draw on stocks to make ' up the 
loss of Iraqi and Iranian supplies, 
rather than buy high-priced oil on 
the free market. 

OPEC's 13 members have of- 
ficially frozen prices until 
December 15 when o*l ministers 
meet in Bali, Indonesia. 

But the United Arab Emirates 
has already raised Its price by IS a 
barrel. Some others have Imposed 
premiums on extra oil made 


available to help offset the loss of 
3.7 million barrels per day from 
Iraq and Iran . 1 

Others have placed oil on the' 
spot, non-contract market where 
prices have soared because of the 
Gulf war. 

' Stocks In major consumer coun- 
tries still exceed 100 days’ normal 
supply and oil company executives 
report that recession Is continuing 
to trim demand. 

But enough spot crude has been 
' bought at high prices by big com- 
panies apparently reluctant to- 
draw too much on stocks, to make 
the free market seem a credible 
guide to advocates of higher OPEC 
prices of what jittery customers are 
ready to pay, oil analysts said. 

Officials of OPEC and Saudi 
Arabia, traditionally an OPEC pric- 
ing moderate, have said it will be 
difficult to stop a price explosion if 
.this continues. 

Analysts said the pricing goals of 
Saudi Arabia, which now accounts 
for 40 per cent of OPEC's total out- 
put of 24 million barrels per day, 


will be crucial -hi determining bow 
high prices rise. 

1 A possible clue to Saudi Intentions 
emerged from Tokyo last week 
when Japanese officials said Saudi 
Arabia was asking close to |80 a 
barrel for 140, 000. barrels per day of 
war-relief ail being sold to 
Japanese refiners. The bulk of 
Saudi oil is sold at |30 a barrel.

Although the proposed retire- 
ment ngc ia fixed at 09, for both men 
nnd women, the draft bill 'allow# 
voluntary early retirement at 60. 
with a lesser, pension; ami con*- 
puhnry earlier retirement from 
certain trades and professions to be 
specified by the minister nf labour. 

Anyone retiring early from his 
regular employment, who wishes to 
rtmilnue working at some other 
kind of Job may, upon finally stop- 
ping work at the Age of 89, receive 
the contributions he and Ms 
employer paid to the provident fund 
for the yean he worked after retire- 
ment. plus Interest and linkage. 

Retirement at the age of 80 is 
compulsory for employees unless 
otherwise provided for by law (as in 
the case of judges, for example. 
Who retire at 70i or in a collective 
agreement or by virtue of a special 
contract of employment. Any 
employee electing to postpone 
retirement past the age of is. If he 
is entitled to do so by law or con- 
tract. will receive a proportionately 
larger pension upon eventual 
retirement, but not exceeding the 70 
per rent maximum. 

Self-employed persona who have 
not accrued the maximum pension 
of 39 per cent upon reaching the age 
of 89 will be able to continue to pay 
contributions to the provident fund 
until they become entitled to the 
maximum pension. 

Anyone who has worked and con-, 
tributed to the provident fund ror at 
least four years will be entitled to a 
pension, st 2 per cent for each year 
of contribution- Anyone retiring 
after less than four years' employ- 
ment will be entitled to get back the 
money contributed to the provident 
fund, plus Interest and linkage. 

AN IMPORTANT feature of the 
new bill is the Introduction of the 
principle of continuity or "por- 
tability." This means that every 
employee will be entitled to carry 
his pension Insurance with him 
when he changes jobs. This will 
allow greater flexibility and mobili- 
ty in the labour market, while 
precluding the possibility of 
withdrawing lump sums, in the 
form of severance pay, from the 
pension funds, and thereby pre- 
judicing future pension rights, as la 
the practice now. 

The continuity of pension rights 
will apply equally to state 
employees, who are not otherwise 
included in the projected com- 
pulsory pension scheme, as they 
are already assured of pension 
rights by virtue of their employ- 
ment by the state. Under the draft 
bill they will be entitled to have 
their pension rights transferred to a 
now place of employment, if they 
leave the civil service before 
reaching retirement age in order to 
take- Jobs da .the private , market. 
This ‘‘portability " will apply also to 
kibbutz members who leave the 
kibbutz and seek private employ- 
ment and who, at present, have to 
do so empty-handed.

NEVERTHELESS another promi- 
nent Zionist official, Leon Kronltz. 
executive vice-president of the 
Canadian Zionist Federation, sees 
"a number of signs" of Canada’s 
* ‘softer” line In the attitude of the 
External Affairs Ministry and Its 
minister. 

One such sign was the Canadian 
abstention at the ICAO conference; 
another was External Affairs 
Minister Mark McGuigsa’s recent 
comments about Canada's position 
on Jerusalem, to which be respond- 
ed that a number of options were 
under study.

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Manufacturers Association remedy for inflation— 

Fire 10% of all service workers

TEL AVIV. — Some 37,000. persona 
— one out of every ten employed in 
the public services, the govern- 
ment, municipalities and national 
institutions — should be fired Im- 
mediately If the government wants 
to bring- inflation under control and 
restore the semblance of a balanc- 
ed economy. This was stated here 
yesterday by Halm Kaminltz, head 
of the labour portfolio In the 
Manufacturers Association. 

Although the association has 
criticized the current government 
In th,e past, yesterday's views were 
the strongest ever expressed. 
Kaminltz said he was voicing the 
opinion not only of the association 
leadership, but also of the Coor- 
dinating Committee of the 
Economic Organizations. 

“After this ten per cent has been 
fired," Kaminltz said, “we will 
have to see if more can't be dis- 
charged." 

He charged that .the present 
policies of Finance Minister Yigael 
Hurvitz were gradually destroying 
the country's Industrial and export 
potential. The first wrong step was 
to reduce Investments in productive 
lines. “And now the government 
wants to reduce sharply the sub- 
sidies for exports. This country has 
only one chicken which lays golden 
eggs — Industry — and the present 
trend will mean chopping off this 
chicken's head," he said. 

The government's policies had 
led to 20,000 persons being dis- 
charged by Industrial concerns In 
the first three months of 1979. "Of 
these, 19,000 got jobs In the public 
services, the other 9,060 joined the 
ranks of the jobless/* he claimed. 

■ If the government wants to 
reduce inflation, he said, it knows 
the main method is to cut the 
budget. One of the best ways to-pare 
away at a budget la to fire workers. 


"But the government Is talking of 
reducing Inflation — yet it Is hiring 
workers, and worse yet, productive 
workers who were thrown out of 
work in conformance with the 
government's policies." 

Kaminltz then turned his 
criticism to the government's 
“labour policy" — which It Is 
pushing one year before elections 
•for only one purpose — to reap 
votes. 

He started with the five-day work 
week. "At a time when we can't 
find workers to man second, and 
. third shifts, the government wants 
to take one day away from the day 
shift." Kaminltz pointed out that he 
was not against a five-day week in 
those plants which could function 
better, or just as well, under this 
method. But he was against a law 
which would make such a short- 
work-week mandatory, and thus 
harm production in specific plants. 

Second, the National Religious 
Party wants to promulgate another 
law, which would allow any worker, 
religious or not, to refuse to work on 
Saturdays, even in those critical In- 
dustries or services which had to 
keep open on Saturdays. “At pre- 
sent, we have to go through 'seven 


hells to get a permit for Saturday 
work — and now they wont to add a 
few more hells," he said. 

Third, the minimum wage law 
would have a detrimental effect on 
all wage scales, since ltawould serve 
as the basis on which all scales 
were built. "Let the Hlstadrut fight 
for such- a minimum wage law. 
There la no reason for the govern- 
ment to try and compete With the 
Hlstadrut. Believe me, the 
Hlstadrut will always come up with 
more demands, no matter what the 
government does to curry favour," 
he put it. 

Kaminltz did not think highly of 
the proposed minimum Income law, 
which would provide every family 
with a specific amount of money 
each month. "This will only lead to 
more workers preferring to sit at 
home rather than work, for their, 
wages will only be slightly more 
than their social benefits. Under 
such circumstances, who wants to 
work — and work bard?” 

Extending present unemploy- 
ment compensation from six 
months to nine months was 
something Israel could not afford. 
"Even a country like the U.8. has 
limited such compensation to she 
months," he said. .

Japan stockpiles oil in supertankers 


TOKYO (Reuter). — Japan moved, 
yesterday to add 11 million barrels 
of oil to its government strategic 
stockpile held in supertankers 
anchored offshore. 

The semi-official Japan National 
Oil Corporation (JNOC) asked local 
governments in southern Japan for 
permission to place seven tankers 
in - Oita Bay on the east coast, of 
Kyushu Island. 

The government already, has 19 
tankers anchored near Nagasaki 
and I wo Jlma under a scheme to 
build a floating stockpile which will 
total 43 million, barrels, or about 10 


days’ supply, when the seven ships. 
Intended for Oita Bay. are In place. 

The government strategic 
stockpile will be In addition to com- 
mercial stocks of oil and -products 
which are now at record levels of 
more than 100 days’ supply. 

Japan imports almost all Its oil 
and the government plans to raise 
stock levels during the next two to 
three years to ISO, days’ supply. 

Local fishermen oppose’ the plan 
to anchor seven tankers In Oita 
Bay, but they are expected to 
accept the 100m. yen (3490,000) per 
tanker In compensation.

On Monday ( 
a girl high-school student In EH Bira was injured by a soldier's 1 
bullet when she was taking part in a demonstration to protest | 
the closure of Bir Zeit -University. Yesterday ten more .youths 
were wounded, one of them seriously, in similar circumstances, 
in Ra mall ah and Bethlehem. 

According to the. official version, the injuries resulted in all 
cases from shots fired into the air. Perhaps so. 

Bir Zelt University has been a hotbed of nationalist Palesti- 
nian agitation ever since Its founding (or rather conversion into 
a university from a junior college) in 1974, with the permission 
of the Israel military authorities. Last Friday It was closed fora 
week in retaliation for the staging, without permission, of a 
“Palestine Week" on the campus. 

The purpose of the show, Aluf Danny Matt, the coordinator of 
activities in the administered territories, said, was to reveal the 
PLO in its full well-known variety.. The claim may easily be 
credited. Dr. Gabl B&ramkl, the university's vice-president, 
who insisted that there was “nothing political” about the 
programme, must have a peculiar sense of humour. 

As a straightforward terrorist organization the PLO showed 
its fine hand, too, with the murder in Gaza yesterday of two 
leading Palestinian supporters of President Sadat's peace 
policy. 

It would be intriguing to learn what lessons are to be drawn, 
from this fresh upsurge of turmoil and violence, by the Israeli 
officials who only a short while ago were crowing about their 
success in strong-arming the population In the areas into calm 
obedience. More of the same “firmness” recipe will most likely 
be recommended. 

Last night the defence establishment was reported to be 
gathering in hasty conclave to review the latest developments. 

A military treatment, in Other words, is to be sought for a 
problem that has surely proved itself by now susceptible, in the 
final analysis, to none hut a political solution. ' 


El Al’s only chance 


THE YEAR of his stewardship at the Treasury has been 
something less than an unfolding success story for Ylgael Hur- 
vitz. ■'■This week, especially, the Finance Minister has found 
himself hounded, like a fox at bay, by his cabinet and coalition j 
colleagues. But there is one bright spot on his murky record so 
far: El Al. 

Here, Mr. Hurvitz’ achievement consists in having appointed 
Buma Shavit, president of the manufacturers’ association, ear- 
ly on to head the airline, with a mandate to determine whether 
and how it could still be saved. 

After a year on the job, Buma Shavit has come up with 
answers — and has goaded El Al into proving itself operational- 
ly fit to continue serving as the national carrier. During that 
period of time there were no strikes or “sanctions,.” planes took 
off and landed oil schedule, passengers actually commended the 
service, and international aviation analysts gave the airline 
high marks for overall performance. 

What EH Al must still demonstrate is that it can also function 
reasonably as a business. 

This is a tall order. The company is in dire financial straits. 
By the end of 1980, it will have accumulated a deficit of about 
$150 -160m. Operating losses this year alone will have come to 
some ^ 60 m. 

This week Mr. Shavit has presented his proposals, designed to 
turn the company around. From the government he is asking 
more share capital to offset El Al’s debt, as well as guarantees 
for commercial loans to enable the airline to renew its fleet. 
From the employees he is asking cooperation in a broad scheme 
of internal reform Involving manpower cuts and a general slim- 
ming down of the company’s oversized structure, a two-year 
wage freeze (excepting cost-of-living adjustments), and a 
suspension of the labour contract to eliminate vested staff 
privileges that hinder efficiency and obstruct good manage- 
ment. • 

If this is granted, by both the government and the employees, 
Mr. Shavit, aided by the new top management team he has 
assembled, will be able to start implementing the recovery plan 
suggested by the American experts who examined the com- 
pany’s ailments earlier this year. 

On Monday the economic cabinet gave its tentative approval. 
Now Mr. Shavit must persuade the El Al work force. 

If he succeeds. Ell Al may within two to three years see blue 
skies. But if its employees reject the sacrifices they are called 
Upon to make, the near bankrupt airline will inevitably be 
grounded. 

In reality, then, there Is hardly any choice. For those who 
want El Al to keep flying, Buma Shavit has mapped the course. 
That anyone should turn thumbs down on it, is simply in- 
conceivable. If there is one country that cannot do without a 
national carrier, that country is Israel.

Dry Bones 


Conflicts of interest are a fact of life among nations, writes 
JOSEPH W. EATON. But when leaders allow their tactics 
to he dominated by anger or hatred, they often defeat their 
own ends. 
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HATRED in international relations 
Is expensive. Iran and Iraq are only 
the most recent examples of. what 
happens when dictators are free to 
squander their people's wealth to 
bring harm to a disliked neighbour. 
Military acts, spying and terrorism 
that produce no benefit to their own 
people often exceed the level of ex- 
penditure for a country's develop- 
ment or the value of foreign aid It 
receives. 

Extreme examples of this insane 
syndrome of self - Impoverishment 
were the Nazi regime and, more 
recently, the PLO in Lebanon and 
the Idl Amin regime in Uganda. 

Their leaders focused on an ever- 
widening circle of hate objects. 
Scarce resources, among them 
dedicated young people, were sent 
into battle. And the surviving pop- 
ulation paid a high price for the ego- 
trips of their angry, sometimes 
paranoid, leaders. 

Not economics, but the: bate fac- 
tor is* the critical issue in the 
current war which has Inflamed the 
Persian Gulf area. Iran, once the 
strongest country In the area, 
became a tempting target for 
aggression when the Islamic 
revolution failed to focus on 
positive, nation-building goals. 

The angry men, who came to 
dominate the revolutionary council 
showed little interest In restoring 
civil rights and Increasing the coun- 
try’s economic growth. They were ■ 
more consumed with revenge than 
nation-building. 

A massive brain-drain occurred 
as the regime hunted down real or 
imagined enemies of the revolution, 
who were often summarily ex- 
ecuted. Ethnic minorities, striving 
for a fairer share of power, were, 
brutally suppressed. Trade and 
development projects were rup-

HATRED WAS a root cause of the 
war.

Iran agreed 
to atop supporting the Kurdish 
rebels in return for an Iraqi agree- 
ment to move the border away from 
the Iranian shore to the middle of 
the disputed Shatt al-Arab 
waterway. This concession, Iraq's 
leaders believed, could be reversed 
when Iran had weakened itself 
through vengeance and its own in- 
tolerance towards minorities. 

A quite different impact occurs 
when statesmen pursue policies of 
conciliation. 

Japan, and West Germany are 
key members of today's Western 
Alliance. East Germany is the 
Soviet Union's most faithful sup- 
porter in Europe. These countries,* 
defeated in World War H, were 
helped to recover economically and 
socially after their unconditional 
surrender. Other than open and 
judicially conducted trials of war 
criminals, there was little retribu- 
tion for the rape of vast areas of 
Europe and Asia. Understandable 
feelings of revenge for the cruel ex- 
termination of millions of civilians' 
were kept In check. • 

Nigeria, after victory In the 
Biafra war against the Ibq people, 
quickly restored them to full par- 
ticipation in the body politic, much 
like the U.S. Government did with 
the Southern states after they had 
lost the Civil War. . 

Prime Minister Robert Mugabe 
of Zimbabwe did not follow the 
model of some of his fellow African 
liberation leaders. He enforced a, 
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policy of conciliation. Panic flight 
of his country's small, but 
economically vital, white minority 
was kept to a trickle. Many of those- 
who had fought him before the elec- 
tion now stand behind his rule.
